You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Wentworth on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of 
March, next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon to 
act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the year and make 
appropriations for same. 


3. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for town highways and bridges 
for the enusing year (summer and winter.) 


4. To see if the town will vote to accept T. R. A. 
for construction maintenance, and reconstruction of 
rural post roads and Class V highways and raise and 
appropriate or set aside for said purpose the sum of 
$510.24 or $5383.35, the State to contribute $2,040.94 
or $3,555.64. 


5. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for street lights. 


6. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of the 
library. 


7. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of Town Forest Fire 
Warden. 
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8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 for the purchase of new hose 
for the Fire Department. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $350.00 for the maintenance of the 
Fire Department. 


10. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
‘priate the sum of $150.00 to aid in reconditioning the 
soil of the East Side Cemetery also grading and re- 
pairing tahe stones on the unendowed lots. 


11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the Sceva Speare Memo- 
rial Hospital Association. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of 400.00 for the white pine blister 
rust control. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding (1/100 of 1%) of the as- 
sessment of 1950, ($ 49.78) for the purpose of pub- 
licizing and promoting the natural resources and ad- 
vantages of the town, together with other towns in the 
Dartmouth Lake Sunapee Region. 


14, Question, (A) ‘Shall the provisions of Chapter 
171A of the Revised Laws, relative to playing games 
of beano be adopted in this town ?’’ 


15. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for new electrical fixtures for 
the town hall. 


16. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes if 
necessary. 
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17. To see if the town will vote to give a discount on 
all real estate and personal property taxes (total or 
partial) and add 20 cents to poll taxes not paid before 
December 1. : 


18. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to removing the common fence. 


19. To see if the town will adopt the following by 
law; Parking on the common prohibited on and after _ 
May 1, 1950, no vehicle of any kind shall be parked on 
the common at any time. ‘Anyone violating the pro- 
visions of this bylaw shall be fined ten dollars ($10.00)... 
Fines collected under this bylaw shall be for the use of 
the Town.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Wentworth School Board: 


My annual report now submitted for your infor-. 
mation, and through you to the people of Wentworth, 
contains very few statistics but attempts a presenta- 
tion of facts that are pertinent to an understanding 
of school operation. Further details will be supplied. 
whenever 4 request for them is received. 

The item, of greatest interest to us all is the add- 
ition to the Village School. This addition was made 
necessary by the rapid growth of school population, 
When all work is completed, the addition will provide 
for a third classroom, central heating, flush toilets and 
a large entrance room, in which lunches can be served 
eventually. The third classroom and central heating: 
are already in operation. 

An appropriation of $10,000. was made at the: 
March 1950 district meeting to finance the addit- 
ion. ‘Expenditures will be kept within that amount. 
until more money is made available even though some 
details of the project may be incomplete. The appro- 
priation would have been entirely used long before this 
if several people had not generously given time and 
labor to,advance the work to a point.where our child~ 


AA 


ren:are well cared for. Ten thousand dollars may seem 
like an unreasonable sum of money when compared 
with building costs of several years ago, but the sig- 
nificant fact is that Wentworth has received sound an¢ 
unusual value for all money expended. State wide 
avérage costs run close to $14,000. when one considers 
central heating for the whole building, improved toilet. 
facilities for everyone, and space for school lunches 
when the proper time comes. The district should be 
- proud of the educational provision for its children. 

Extended school transportation during winter 
months has placed further health and safety protect- 
ion around pupils. This has meant greater transpor- 
tation cost which people have been willing to assume. 
Parents whose children no longer have to face winter 
hazards of storm and traffic appreciate this service 
which is no more than I should want for my own fam- 
ily were [ in their places. , 

Land recently acquired by the district gives addit- 
ional playground space that is badly needed. A new 
fence around the school lot has sa playground . 
supervision in many ways. 

The next budget may well contain an estimate on 
the cost of building swings and teeter boards to be plac- 
ed where they will not interfere with ball playing. 
Such equipment can be locally constructed at a big’ | 
saving over the cost of commercial pieces and still be | 
wholly satisfactory. | 

Future prospects for Wentworth schools are 
brighter than at any previous time within my know- 
ledge. These conditions are the result of cooperation 
by parents, teachers, and the School Board. 'To them 
all my sincere thanks are here extended.
